Fight To Save Gore Pressed as 
NEW TRIAL PLE 


REFUSAL FAIL 
TO DAUNT COUNSEL 


Bill of Exceptions To Be 
Presented to Humphries 
Today Following Ruling 
of Tuesday. 


MAY TAKE APPEAL 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Condemned Man Again 
Transferred To Death 
Cell Awaiting Execu- 
tion Friday. 


A bill of exceptions is expected to 
be presented to Judge John D. Hum- 
phries in Fulton superior court this 
morning to carry the extraordinary 
motion for a new trial for Mell Gore, 
who faces the electric chair Friday 
for the murder of W. H. Cheek, 
Peachtree road grocer, to the state 
supreme court. The motion was de- 
nied Tuesday afternoon by Judge 
Humphries. 

In the meantime Gore awaits news 
of his fate in a cell at the state prison 
farm in Milledgeville, having been 
transferred there Tuesday upon order 
of Judge Humphries. 

Attorney Reuben Garland, who is 
leaving no stone unturned to save his 
client from the chair, announced Tnes- 
day afternoon that in case Judge 
Humphries refuses to sign the bill of 
exceptions he will apply to the su 
preme court for a writ of mandanits 
forcing the judge to grant certifica- 
tion of the bill. 

Governor Absent. 

In the event the supreme court re- 
fuses to grant the writ, only executive 
clemency can snatch the doomed man 
from the chair. Governor Clifford 
Walker, however, is on a fishing trip 
in Florida and will not return to the 
city until after the electrocution is 
sched yled. 

In denying the extraordinary mo- 
tion, Judge Humphries ruled that it 
had ro merit because it was not based 
on facts in connection with the slay- 
ing but on a state of mind which be- 
came apparent after the crimé The 
motion was based on the grounds >{ 
newly-discovered evidence, claiming 
that it was found on November 17 
that Gore was of unsound mind and 
that he had been in this state at the 
time of the murder.

Gore, oi 
Villa Rica, father of the condemned 
youth, who died Monday following a 
paralytic stroke, were held Tuesday 
afternoon from the County Line Bap- 
tist ehurch. He died without the 
knowl that his son was doomed 
to die Friday for a capital offense.

Hays’ Resignation

FALL HAD PLANNED 
TO LEAVE CABINET 


Doheny Advanced $100,- 
000 Without Knowing 
. Friend Would Even Hold 
Office, Defense Says.

Washington, November 23.—If Will 
Hays had not resigned as postmaster 
general in the Harding cabinet to take 
a high-salaried job with the movies, 
the Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial never 
would have been held, according to 
an inference tossed toward the jury 
by the defense counsel in the opening 
statement today. 

The trial moved swiftly without 
one moment of delay on its second 
day. The government opened with a 
45-minute statement of what the 
prosecution expects to prove. 

Frank J. Hogan, representing Do- 
heny, replied with a three-hour state 
ment of the defense case—revealing a 
new set of circumstances which, it is 
hoped, will change the complexion of 


the ease, me 
' Bogan told some insidé History of 
the Harding administration, He said 
that when Doheny sent Fall $100,000 
on November 31, 1921—in a brown 
satchel, not a little black bag—Do- 
heny understood Fall was resigning 
from the cabinet the following March 
4 to round out his public career, mak- 
ing the point that Doheny advanced 
the money, believing thet Fall was 
at the end of his publie service, and 


would not be in a position to do him 
official favors. No oil teases with 
Doheny were pending or contemplated 
at that time, Hogan insisted. 

But just before the time of Fall's 
expected resignation, Will Hays de- 
cided to leave the cabinet and accept 
his present movie job. : 

Harding then called Fall in, and 
pleaded with him to stay on another 
year, He did not want the public to 
think his cabinet was falling to preces 
at the end of its first year. 

Fall stayed and during that sec- 
ond year the Doheny leases developed 
—but through navy department offi- 
cials, not through Fall, who some- 
times opposed features of the proposed 
deals, so Hogan said. 

Emphasizes War Scare. 

Also, for the benefit of the youths 
who dominate the jury, Hogan laid 
heavy emphasis upon the Japanese 
war scare, which he said prompted 
Doheny to undertake the building of 
navy fueb storage tanks at Honolulu 
as a patriotic duty. . 

This plea of patriotism, together 
with the insistence that Fall did not 
bring the leases about. form the major 
sectors in the defense. 

After this statement, the first wit- 
ness was called by the government, 
Dr. George Otis Smith, 19 years chief 
of the United States geologieal sur- 
vey, who told the jury how the naval 
oil reserves came to be called. Six 
other witnesses were put on in rapid 
succession to identify documents. 

Hogan’s statement was regarded by

They were married in 1876 and nev- 
ed spent an hour apart until shortly 
before Mrs. Butler’s death in Green- 
yille, three weeks ago. Her husband, 
too frail to withstand Ohio winters, 
was on his way to Florida, where his 
wife had urged him to go.

FIGHT IS OPENED 
ON ESTATES TAX 


Government Urges Su- 
preme Court to Refuse 
To Allow Florida To 
File Levy Proceedings. 


Washington, November 23.—(7)— 
Florida’s right to attack in the su- 
preme court the constitutionality of 
that part of the federal inheritance 
tax, under which inheritance taxes 
paid states up to 80 per cent of the 
federal tax, are credited in the col- 
lection of the federal tax was chal- 
lenged in the court today by the gov- 
ernment, 

The court was urged by Solicitor 
General Mitchell to refuse to permit 
Florida to file such a proceeding. He 
insisted that Florida did not have 
sufficient interest in the controversy 
to warrant it and that the question 
was one for congress and not the 
‘courts to decide. He contended that 
congress had the right to decide what 
taxes should be paid to the federal 
government by Florida citizens and 
that the state was not the exclusive 
sovereign in the matter of taxes paid 
to the federal government by their 
residents. ; 

Florida’s attack was described as 
nothing more than a request upon the 
court for an openion on the consti- 
tutionality of the law, something 
which the court has repeatedly re- 
fused to give. Its refusal to permit 
‘Massachucetts to challenge the ma- 
ternity act was controlling in~ the 
Florida case, he argued. 

Attorney General Johnson, of 
Florida, expressed his indignation over 
what he charged was the object of 
congress.in enacting the law. He said 
it was an unveiled attempt to “coerce 
Florida” into enacting an inheritance 
tax law, prohibited under its consti- 
tution.

TO HAYS QUITTING

court attaches one of the most remark- 
able feats they had ever witnessed. 
For three hours the little lawyer paced 
back and forth before the jury, with- 
out a note or paper in his hand, trac- 
ing in minute detail the whole intri- 
cate story, throwing in dates, names, 
quotations from documents, all from 
memory without once being prompted 
by his assistants or being corrected 
by opposing counsel who followed 
every word to trip him up. Owen J. 
Roberts, representing the government, 
had preceded him, speaking 45 mi 
utes, partly from notes, being twic 
corrected by opposing counsel on slips 
as to dates, 
Trying Day for Jury. 

It was a trying day for the youth- 
ful jury, but they paid close atten- 
tion on the whole, though sometimes 
some of them would let their eyes 
wander. Three were chewing gum. 
Two nodded a little after lunch. All 
seemed somewhat disconsolate at hav- 
ing been ordered locked up. They be- 
came virtual prisoners of justice while 
the two noted defendants, out on bail, 
moved about with no restrictions on 
their liberty. Wives and relatives of 
the jurors called at the courthouse be- 
fore court met this morning, but were 
not allowed to talk with the jurors 
except in the presence of a guard. 
The jurors were bunked on the third 
floors. of the courthouse and herded 
to a cheap hotel nearby for meals.

“The indictment charges that there 
was a conspiracy to deprive the gov- 
ernment of its oil reserves aad that 
as the result of this conspiracy and 
as a part of it, a large sum of money 
was given by one of the defendants to 
the other to bring it about,” he said. 

He lowered his voice when he came 
to the $100,000 incident. 

“Fall suggested to Doheny that he 
needed money,” he said. “That trans- 
action was in secret. Fall carried 
the money to El Paso in cash. Fall 
did not tell the truth about it. He 
tried in every way humanly possible 
to conceal it.” 

Roberts pictured Fall as the mov- 
ing force behind the leases and said 
he pushed them when other govern- 
ment legal authorities and some of 
the prospective oil company bidders 
questioned the legality of them. 

“Fall kept his hands on the nego- 
tiations,” Roberts continued. “He is- 
sued a secrecy order to his subordi- 
nates. One result of these leases was 
that the government was to get about | 
35 per cent royalty on the Doheny 
contracts whereas bidding oil com- 
panies were offering as high as 70 
per cent. 

“These contracts were let without 
the competitive bidding which the law 
requires.”

Doheny 
saw no mare riety in advancing the 
money. ort time later, while 
Doheny Hid “ New York, he received 
word from Fall that he was starting 
west the next day to buy the ranch 
and needed $100, Fall said ke 
would like to have it in cash because 
the banks were small out there and 
would not be able to handle large 
drafts and the Harris interests wanted 
quick cash. 

“Mr. Doheny had only about $8,600 
in his personal account,” Hogan said. 
“He turned to his son and said, ‘Ned 
will you advance me the money and 
I'll repay you?’ Young Doheny 
eashed his cheek at Blaim & Co, 


Goes to Fall’s Hotel. 


“He put the money in a brown leath- 
er ae 1,” Hogan said, pausing for 
emphasis, ‘‘too the Congressional 
Limited and arrived in Washington 
that night. He went to Wardman 
Park, a large hetel, and told the desk 
he wanted to see Secretary Fali, The 
clerk called up to Fall’s apartment 
and announced Doheny, who went up- 
stairs. Probably members of Fall’s 
family were there at the time—I don't 
know. 

“Fall took the money and wrote out 
a demand note. He said he did not 
know what interest rate the elder 
Doheny wanted so he left that blank 
with the explanation that if none was 
specified the legal rate would apply. 

“This note was carried back to Mr. 
Doheny, senior, in New York. That 
was November 31. A few days later 
Mr. and Mrs. Doheny were to leave 
for California to spend Christmas witn 
their children. Doheny told his wife 
that they might. be killed in a rail- 
road accident and that if this happened 
Fall might be pressed for payment of 
the demand note by the executors and 
be ruined. So he tore it in half, and 
said that when the time comes we 
can put the pieces together. 

“Mr. Doheny kept his half with the 

utmost care so that he brought it vol- 
untarily to light when the senate 
committee cast suspicions on Fall. 
Mrs. Doheny kept hers so well that for 
a time she could not recall where she 
had hidden it.” 
Continuing his narrative with em- 
phisis on the fact that the transae-} 
tion was not surrounded with any un- 
usual secrecy, Hogan said that Fall 
started west the iwxt day with the 
cash, 

“He went to El Paso where his son- 
in-law, C. ©. Chase, was U.S. collector 
of customs,” Hogan said. “With sevV- 
eral persons present, Fall went into 
his son’s office, met those representing 
the Harris interests and made the first 
eash payment of $10,000 in currency 
openly. He told Chase who was as- 
sociated with him in the ranch that

“The payehase of such a large 
ranch by a secretary of interior in a 
sparsely settled state was known open- 
ly.

Japan Enters Scene. 

About this time, Hogan said, the 
navy department obtained secret in- 
formation that Japan was mobilizing. 
Denby became excited and insisted 
that preparations must be made. Rear 
Admiral J. K. Robinson, personally 
urged Doheny to undertake construc 
tion of navy oil tanks in Honolulu to 
provide a naval fuel base. Doheny 
said his companies were not interest- 
ed, Young see 4 had served under 
Robinson during the war and was an 
officer in the naval reserve at 
Augeles. Robinson pleaded with him 
to help the navy do something. Young 
Doheny turned the admiral over to 
his father, 


“The admiral told DWoheny in con- 


fidence the situation on the Pacitic,” 
Hogan continued. “He«painted the 
horror of a war with the Yellow races, 
in terms of national degredation and 
Tiational chaos. Doheny with blanched 
face said, ‘you put it up to me as a 
patriotic service. I give you my word 
that [I will make a bid without one 
dollar of profit.’ 

Hogan stressed fhe fact that some 
of the navy documents bore the signa- 
ture of Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., then 
assistant secretary of the’navy, “the 
son of the biggest American we ve 
known.” 

Called for Rider. 


Fall, according to Hogan, did not 
like the proposal to pay for the tauk 
construction by giving Doheny crude 
oil from the naval reserves. He wrvte 
a letter to Secretary of the Navy Ven- 
by asking him to urge congress.to put 
a rider onl the naval appropriation 
bill then pending to permit the navy 
to sell cryde oil and pay for construc- 
tion work in cash. 

“If Denby had acted on this, the 
Pan-American company would have 
inevitably been put out of this busi- 
ness,” Hogan said. “The contract 
weuld then have been given to a purely 
engineering firm,” 

With similar detail Hogan tracetd 
the remainder of the story vovering the 
second lease which opened up the Elk 
Hills naval reserve to Doheny drill- 
ing. During some of the negotiations, 
Fall had dinner one night with Mr. 
aud Mrs. Doheny, Sr.. and J. C. An- 
derson, president of the Doheny 
company. 

Anderson was complaining that he 
ought to get higher royalties on this 
drilling lease, 

“Not by a damn-sight,” Fall 
torted, according to Hogan. 

Issued Press Statement, 


When the deal was completed, the 
navy depurtment issued a press stute- 
ment describing it. 

“That was secrecy,” Hogan observed 
sarcastically looking toward the gov- 
ernment counsel who bad stressed tbe 
secrecy of the affair.

ENTITLED TO SHARE. 
In a letter read at the conven- 
tion of the Mississippi Valley asso- 


dent Coolidge stressed the impor- 
tanee of waterway development and 
advised that an addifional $10,000,- 
000 had been put in the budget for 
the development of the waterways 
of the Mississippi. 

Secretary Hoover in person out- 
lined a broad national policy for 
the development of inland passages, 
and General Jadwin, chief of army 
engineers, and Chairman Dempsey 


committee, both urged that the en- 
tire country regard waterway de- 
velopmenis as a national improve- 
ment, and that sections of thé coun- 
try “work with instead of against 
each other.” 

All of which is heartening and 
Ought to encourage the members 
of congress from the South Atlantic 
States to “go after,” with vigor and 
enthusiasm, a proper and commen- 
Suraté consideration for the very 
essential development in this sec- 
tion, 

The fact is—and the administra- 
tion knows jit—the inland water- 
ways of the southeast have been on 
the whole most inexcusably neg- 
lected. Certain river and harbor 
maintenances must be kept up, of 
course, as for instance the Savan- 
nah river, the St. John’s, and oth- 
ers, but there are pressing demands 
that will not only be of incalculable 
economic value to the entire south, 
but of immense value to reclama- 
tion, that should have long since 
been met. 

If the Altamaha river system had 
been north of the Potomac or 
tributary to the Great Lakes it 
would have had ocean-going steam- 
ers plying the waters generations 
ago. The St. Marys-St. Mark canal 
Project, as proposed by George 
Washington when he made the 
Original survey in the old colonial 


Second to no canal project in this 
country, and yet what support has 
the government given it? The gov- 
ernment itself would profit to an 
almost limitless extent if this proj- 
ect should be consummated, thereby 
bringing gulf ports in close contact 
with the South Atlantic without the 
long and hazardous trip around the 
Florida keys. 

The southeast is entirely willing 
and.anxious to coeperate with all 
Other sections in inland waterway 
developments, but it is entitled to 
a just share of such developments, 
particularly in view of the nation- 
wide value that they would create.

_ Provided the trouble is diagnosed in 
time, 

In order to make a correct diagno- 
sis of a case of “rheumatism” it is 
necessary to make a complete physical 
examination of the patient. For this 
the patient must remove all clothing. 
Examinations made through clothing 
are largeiy make believe, perfunctory, 
crude, 

The object of such an examination 
is, of course, to determine what ails 
the patient. There are about a doz- 
en common ecomplaints jumbled under 
the name of “rheumatism,” and for 
thét reason it would be rather child- 
ish to Imagine that a remedy or meth- 
od of treatment could be of service 
in all cases. 

Even such remedies as massage, 
rest, exercise Or passive manipulation 
cannot be advantageously applied to 
all cases of “rneumatism” indiserimi- 
nately. It requires just as much 
technical knowledge or professional 
skill to employ massage or active or 
passive movements in the treatment 
of “rheumatism” as it does to pre- 
scribe medicines or apply surgical 


measures. Serious injury or irre- 
parable deformity mfay.be caused by 
the injudicious application of these |

No bonus is 
awarded for winning any one, but a 
bonus of 250 is scored by | side 
that awe games. In duplieate and 
progressive, there is no such ng as 
a rubber; a specified number of deals 
are played and the side that wins a 
game in one deal receives a bonus of 
125—no partial score from a previous 
deal is carried forward to the next. 
When playing rubbers, partnerships 
are determined in one of three ways; 
the usual procedure is to draw at the 
beginning of each rubber, but “when

Duplieate varies materially . from 
the other methods of play because the 
eards are retained in framt of each 
player (not booked in tricks), so that 
they can be played at the other table 
or tables, or $n the replay by the 
same players when only four partici- 
pate (this form of duplicate is called 
“memory dtplicate” as on the overplay 
memory may aid a player to locate 
certain cards, or te bid certain hands;

Match or progressive duplicate is the 
most conclusive method. In rubbers or 
progressive, the best players are apt 
to win in thé long run, but in dupli- 
eate the decisive test is reached more 
quickly.

STATE FORESTRY HEADS 
HEAR ANNUAL REPORT 


Approximately 12 per cent of the 
iforest area of Georgia, or 2,493,000 
acres, is now under organized fire 


control. B. M. ‘Lufbarrow, state for- 
ester, declared in the first annual re- 


port of his department Tuesday, be- 
fore .the state board of forestry in 
session here. 

The board commended the report, 


‘more progress in forestry work in 
the last year, and approved the 1927 


| program of the department, in which 
5,000,000 acres under supervised fire 
control was set as the goal by June 30. 
The annual report covered activi- 
ties of the state forestry department 
from its institution October 15, 1025, 
to November 1, 1926, and set forth 
the work plan of the organization for 
the coming year. 
| All members of the forestry staff 
| placed first emphasis during the ini- 
tial year on fire eontrol work, the 
| report stated, which included educa- 
tional and organized efforts with tim- 


; ber-land owners, both large: and 
i small. 
' During the year staff members | 


i traveled a total of 11,200 miles and 
' were instrnmental in the forming of 
| several timber protective organiza- 
tions covering land in cownties. 
' Four additional organizations cover- 
ing land in seven counties are at pres- 
ent being formed, the report stated. 
Through the county fire warden sys- 
tem alone, in which practically no ad- 
ditional expense was incurred by the 
state, 1,500,000 acres of forest land 
in seven counties were placed under 
fire control, the area being patrolled 
by 125 deputy forest wardens and 
seven county wardens appointed. by 
the govérnor. 

Among new projects to be under- 
taken next vear and which were ap- 
proved by the board is establishment 
of a state nursery large enough for 
1.000.000 seedlings. Federal aid 
$2,000 has been secured for this work, 
it was pointed out. and efforts will 
be made to have a site for the nursery 
donated to the state, 

The state forester also plans to have 
every county represented by at least 
one deputy forest warden, and to 
strive to have all counties haying 
county police organize for fire control 
work, 

All members of the state board of 
forestry were present at the meeting 
except J. Leonoard Rountree, of Sum- 
mit. The meeting adjourned at noon.

The Sandlot league of Atlanta is doing much to better the physical 
being of the city’s youth in the promotion of organized athletics for 
youngsters who are not engaged in regular school activities on the grid- 


iron or diamond, but this movement plans to do much more for the men-. 


tal and moral welfare of Atlanta’s youth. 


* At a meeting of the Sandlot officials at the office of Sam 
Saltzman Tuesday, the foundation for a greater sandlot organi- 
zation was laid. 


The plan for next year is to organize three leagues to take the 
youngsters from the age of 12 years through the school period to the 
age of 17. There will be three leagues—the American, National and 
Southern. The American will include boys up to 17 years of age and 
not more than 135 pounds in weight. The National loop will be open 
to lads of 16 or less and the weight limit will be 125 pounds. The third 
unit will consist of boys up to 15 and not to exceed 110 pounds. 


This, plan will include boys from the grades up through 
the junior high school age and will extend the activities of the 
league to such an extent that its influence will be felt for a 
greater period than is now possible. , 


A further plan is to construct a clubhouse in some convenient lo- 
cation for the use of members of the Sandlot league for indoor recrea- 
tion. The aim of the organizations is to offer a place for the members 
of the league to spend evenings which might otherwise be spent on the 
streets or in mischief. 


The movement is still in the embryo form but the spirit be- 
hind the plan deserves commendation. It is a great idea and

CALLED BEST 
KEYSTONER

If the departure of Eddie Collins as 
pilot of the White Sox also means his 
passing as a player, the national game 
bids adieu to the greatest second base- 
man of its eventful history. After 
all of the keystone knights have been 
mentioned, his name fits rightfully at 
the top of the list. 

Eddie Collins’ rare baseball instinct 
and intelligence made him invaluable 
as a player long after he had dis- 
played unmistakable signs of slowing 
up in footwork. Critics unanimously 
paid tribute to Collins as the key-man 
of the White Sox on account of his 
generalship in directing the play. My 
admiration for him started in the old 
days when I was playing and he was 
a member of Mack’s famous infield. 
His superior touch was evident in al- 
most every closely played contest. 
However, not until | became an um- 


“pire, did I realize his real capacity 


for resourcefulness. The field umpire, 
particularly when he was working 
near second base, was in a position 
to see. Collins weaving a web of 


strategy around the opposition in the 


pinches. His advice to his pitchers 
on what and what not to pitch won 
many ball games for the Sox, and 
therefore, with the responsibility lifted. 
allowed the pitcher to eliminite the 
mental strain before the effort of de 
livery. 

Collins has a pet play that 1 have 
never seen any other second baceman 
attempt to execute. It is one of the 
craftiest and most daring bits of field 
play that can materialize on the ball 
field. The stage is set for it when 
a base runner becomes trapped be- 
tween second and third base on 48 
ground ball hit to the shortstop or 
third baseman. Collins darts to sec- 
ond and remains on the bag. There 
he directs the action of throwing the 
ball to and fro, without attempting to 
retire the runner in between. In the 
meantime, he is\ watching the bats- 
man who has become a base runner 
and has already rounded first for sec- 
ond. When the fatter runner i: ap- 
proaching close to second, Collins has 
the play so timed that he takes the 
throw, and tags out that rinmner. He 
then closes in on the original runner 
between second and third and com- 
pletes a double play.
